| bounds urged o by the ſweating hunters rush thro the 1000ds. A | 


great concour ſe of Huntsmen aſſemble, whoſe clamorous noiſes reach 
. the Sky. Some putt to death borrid bears by hurling javelins at 
them, and ſoine more cloſe to the game, plunge their ſwords i into the 
Mood thirsty heart of the ravenous wolf. There is no animal more 
dangerous to bunt than a bear; he preſſes bis enemys to death in bis 
raging boſom, and made deſperate, tears them in pieces with bis teeth,
